Transit That P. R. T. Has No Prior Rights in the Case of
Municipally Owned Lines

Dear Bir—I have recelved your letter
of the 10th instant In reference to an
ordinance which has been Introduced in
Councils to authorizse an increase of the
indabtedness of tha city of =six million
(8,000,000) dollars for the construction of
A subway in Broad strest and an elevated
rallway from Front and Arch streets to
Rhawn street, and asking three questiopn
with reference to the general subject con
nected with such érdinance

You ask:

1. “Is the city obliged Lo offer the
Philndelphia Rapid Transit Company
the right to bulld the Frankford ele-
vated line, as provided in Article 111
of the contract of 1807, before under-
taking the construction thersof as a
munloipality ™
1 answer: When the ordinance and |

contract of 1907 were passed and exe
cuted the clty was without the poweg to
bulld subways, elevated railways or other
lines of transportation, and surh ordi-
nance and contract were drawn with that
fact necessarily in view. By Bection 7
thersof the Philadeiphia Rapld Transit
Company surrendered ita right to bulid a
subway in Broad street and its right to
construct the Frankford elevated railway
was confirmed, the time for the building
thereof being extended to three years
from June 1, 19007. That period has ex-
pired and the Independent right of the
transit company to bulld the Frankford
elevated line has therefore lapsed.

Bection 3 of the contract and ordinance
of July 1, 1947, provided that If In the
future Councils should, either of its own
injtiative or upon pelition, dotermine that
now lines of surface, elevated or under-
ground rallway should be constructed, It
should by ordinance determine the route
of such line and the terms and conditions
under which it shodld be bullt, financed
and opernted, And the transit company
should thereupon have ninely days within
which (o accept the plan so defined, and
certaln terms and conditions governing
the consruction mnd operation of such
net lnes are there set forth, For iIn.
stance, It |s provided that any rights ac
quired by the company under Lhe third
section should be suliject to all the termas
and conditions of the contract with re
speot to & voloe In the managsment, su-
parvision of sccounta, division of profita

power was vested {in cities of the first
clams to purchase, lease, locate, con-
struct and equip or otherwise acquire
transit facilities, and to own, malntain,
uss and operale the same within thelr
corporate llmits and within the limits of
adjacent cities, boroughs and townshipa.

| This power is soparate and independent

from that which existed in 1907 and re
Intes fo the construction or other acqui-
sitédn of transit facilities by the city as a
municipality. When the city, therefore,
dotermines o take advantage of the act
of 1913 and to build and opernte rallway
lines of any charscter its power to do =d
is unrestrioted, and it is not obliged to
offor the option te the Philadeiphia Rapid
Transit Company before It shall itself
procesd with the undertaking. These
considerations are equally applicable both
to the Frankford glevated line and to the
Broad street subway.

2. Your second question is directed
to the legality and propriety of the
form of ths draft of the ordinance
authorizing the borrowing of the
som of $6,000,000 for the purposs in-
dicated,

I answer: This ordinance is in the
usual and T think correct form, but it
would be better, though not strictly nec
easary, 1o add to the titie the words,
"Via Front streel, Kennington avenue
and Frankford avenus to Rhawn strest.”
This would preclude the posmibility of &
claim being made on behalf of any prop-
orty owper along the proposed route of
the elevated line that the title of the
ordinance did not fully discloss its pre-
cise looatlon. The ordinance as drawn
follows the forma hervlo‘nm used In mu-
thorizing the borrowing of money: “from
the highest bidder or bidders either by
popular subsoription or by advertise.
ment.” This ®orm of expression s pos-
uibly subject to the litera! eriticiam that
& loan issded by popular subscription
does 1ot go to the highest bidder because,
the price beilng fNxed in advance, there is
no bidding. It might be more acourate
to phrase it in this way:
popular subsoription or from the highest
bidder or bldders by advertisement.” 1
do not regard this suggestion as essen-
tial.

As your third question, with fts sy
plementary remarks, is predicated u

that under the provisions of the contract
of 1907 the city Is bound to offer to the
Fhiladelphia Rapid Tranuit Company the
right to bulld the Frankford clevated
ltmmdnmmhmmmlnhn.m
